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CULT: Analysis of Present and Future Zoviet Propaganda 
activities Carried on Through the Medium of 
international Organizations

Recent trends in the Soviet propaganda campaign carried on 
through international organisations, soveaents, and conferences 
indicate that the standard steck “peace” theme is being supplemented 
at a rapidly increasing rate by a variety of cultural aad welfare 
programs designed te appeal te 211 segments of ali societies. The 
overall teadenay of theae programs and the manner in which they are 
being handied indicates a policy of employing positive, offensive 
tactics actively attacking the lnited States, as well as the earry~ 
ing on of the previous campaign extolling the zerits of Joviet 
methods and sonditiona. The objective lies beyond the point of 
mercly keeping the satellite peopies aligned against us. it is 
now designed to alienate all peoples which are now friendly to us 
or allied with us by demonstrating to them our own crassncss and 
defeete and the dangers inherent in being susceptible to cur influence. 
This is being hammered home day after day in the most effective 
manaer possible, being driven right into the specialized cressure 
groups of professional youths, women, students, scholars, publicists, 
literati, and others. Gignifieantly enough, pelitiesl sonsiderstions, 
as such, are artfully played dem in this process. 


In general these cultural and welfare programe are designed to 
(aj distract the attention of the participants as 2 diversion from 
actual analytical consideration of real world iseuvesa, (b) heighten 
the rele of Soviet world leadership in cultural, welfare, and spiritual 
affairs, and (e) portray the imited States in the Might of cultural 
sterility and of calleusness toward the welfare of indivicuais within 
and without the country, ia addition te being a promoter of war for 
purposes of capitalistic gain. 


imaaples of the vwarlous programs are analysed in more specific 
detail hereunder.

The International Conference in Defense of Children, scheduled 
to be held lv~16 April 1952 in Vienna under the auspices of an 
international Sponsoring Coemittes, is being heralded all over the 
world, Communist sources report that 26 national committees have 
been set up and 16 national conferences have been held to popularize 
the sesting. Yresent plans contemplate permanent organisational 
expansion, and 60. delegates, representing 38 countries, are expected 
to attend. The published brochure points out that the ehiidren of 
teday are suffering from the effects of war preparations, that 
badgets for health and education are being negleated in favor of 
military expenditures, and that the war situation has reduced 
colonial countries to « state of famine, it also points ovt that 
hundreds of thousands of forean children have been exterminated 
during the bembings of eivilians in that country or have died ther: 
from the effects of the ravages of war. The brochure further states 
that the Conference will work in a free, objective, and seientific 
manner to exchange views and examine data in order to decide what 
can be done te protect the life and health of children threatened 
by war, to bring up childrem in a spirit of democratic friendship 
between all peoples, te protect children froe the pernicious 
influence of iameral literature, filme and radio broadcasts, and 
to insure adequate opportumities for education and development for 
ali children, especially in colonial lands. 


There can be scant doubt that this Conference will be a amugly 
respectable forum ia which the "guilt" of the United States will be 
duly determined fro “data which will be furnished on the death of 
children in forea, and adequate censure of the inited States wili be 
assessed in the eyes of the eivilised world. Noreover, it «ili 
doubtless be found, judicially, that the pernicious influence of 
immoral literature, films, and radio broadeasta has ite origia in 
the inited Jtates, whieh theraby contributes to the delinquency of 
the children of the world. ‘The findings, minutes, aad proceedings 
of this Conference will be reported back to child welfare associations 
in ali countries, which will represent a tremendous audience of 
people beyond the usual claquee of indigenous soamunists and con~ 
munist sympathicers. Aceepting as a foregone conclusion thet the 
populaces of satellite countries already are saturated with eaterial 
of this kind, the real danger lies in the anti-United states effeeta 
which will ensue in neutral and allied countries. 


Gne of the main topies on the agenda for the american inter- 
Continental Feaes Conference (originally scheduled for Hic de Janeire 


22=27 January 
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22027 danuary 1952; postponed until 11-16 Mareh 19525 postponed 
indefinitely, but still to be held in sone Latin American eity) 

is the indietment that the United States practices genocide against ite 
own eitisens of sfrican extraction. The soureebook of propaganda on 
this point lies in the Civil fights Congress document “xe Charge 
Geneeide” which was reviewed and discussed at great length by er. 
Paul Robeson at a sass weeting held is New York City on 1G January 
1942 in preparation for the Anerlean inter~Continental Peace Con- 
ference, The sase points have been stressed repoatediy at other 
regional meetings called ae preliminaries to the Conference, infor- 
mation at hand indiestes that this theme will be exploited to the 
utmost at all future Comsuniet internetional meetings, particularly 
those purporting te be of a “welfare" natura. The blatant explcita~ 
tien of this thesis not only takes fullest advantage ef our om 
diffieult racial situation, but also serves as an exeellent vehicle 
te neutralize our themes againat the soviet syndicate on their 
actual guilt in the perpetration of genocidal policies agsinst sub-- 
jugated peoples and their fasdiiar eruel practicus ef class 
extermination. 


Complementing this theme is the charge that we practice dis- 
crimination against Carribbean coloniale ef sfriean descent. by our 
jmmigration and labor policies. 4 mags meeting held &: dev York City 
on the 2nd of Harch 1952 was addressed to thie proposition, anc the 
speakers reported that such diserimination on our pert is osing per- 
petrated at a time «hen thousendes of people of African extraction 
in the vest Indies and in the colonial arese of gouth «mearica are 
facing starvation. 


the term “peace” will continue to be a good drawing card for 
aoetings and rallies and its use 46 part of the title for such meetings 
will continue. However, the cultural and welfare propaganda thenes 
will be exploited at the peace conferences and rallies ss vell as at 
separate meetings convoked specifically for their coasiderution. The 
awetralian Youth Carnival for “eace and friendship, atheduled for 
uydney, 15-23 Mareh 1952, is an example of this type of meeting. 
another example lies in the Eritish ‘hiteuntide Youth Peace Festival, 
sponsored by the British Youth Featival Committee of the internaiional. 
Youth Couneil (inglish braneh of the “erld Federation of Lemperatic 
Youth), whieh will be held during the period 31 hay - 2 dune 1952. 
The published aim of the Festival 4s te “win the young people of 
Sritain for the conception thet a lasting peace can be won by their 
wiited efforte through the establishment of a Pive-power peace pact." 


In spite of 
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in spite of this peace objective, however, a large portion of the 
work of the meeting will be devoted to an sotive atiack on the 

United States, based on its alleged genocidal policy toward the 
American negro, its collaboration with the colonial powers in ex- 
ploitation of eolenial peoples, its "“guiit™ against humanity in 

the Korean war, and ite lack of culture. Sy the time thia Festival 
ia held, the resolutions condeming the United States on these 
pointe which will stem from the Interastions] Conference in tefenge 
of Children, the Amerioon Inter-Continental Peace Conference, and 
other such meetings will be available for review. This in turn will 
serve as an excellent buildup for the International Conference ia 
Defense of Rights of Youth whieh will be held sometime in the latter 
part of 1952, at a place as yet undesigaated, under the sicgan, 
‘Youth, Unite for the Carrying Out cof the Eoonomic and Sooial Demands 
of Youth, for the Defense of i’eace and Strengthening of Friendship 
between Peoples.“ 1t will aleo serve the same purpose for such a 
meeting ae the Third Congress of the semen's International (emocratic 
Federation, tentatively scheduled for the sutum of 1952, probably 
in Senmark, , 


As part of the extensive cultural campaign inaugurated by the 
Soviet group, lists of anniversaries and somemorations of events of 
cultural significance, birthdays of persone distinguished in the 
fields of the humanities and arts, sad other such iendmark dates are 
being comiled. These include not only lists of such events and per- 
sonages within the coviet orbit, but in the free world ag sell. The 
purpose is to exploit these by presenting each one against a commnist 
backdrop tending to show the fundazental agelesaness and catholicity 
of the tenets of the ereed. For example, Gable -ola's "d'Aceuse" 
papere in the Dreyfuse case were, the party says, an exprension which 
aight emanate from the party teday; presumably, if Harriet Heecher 
Stews were alive today, she would be highly esteemed by the party for 
her literary efforts on behalf of the american negro in dramatically 
exposing the eruelties of slavery. 


ixamples of this activity are found in the plane leid at the 
November 1951 meeting of the World Peace Gounell to celebrate the 
150th anniversary of Vieter Hugo's birth and the 100th anniversary of 
the death of Sieolei Gegol. They were made, according to the published 
proclamation of the Council, as a "manifestation of the desire to 
extend international cultural relations.” oth anniversaries fell 
during this gunth (Harch) and were highly publicised by soviet facilities 
as demonstrations of Soviet concern for international cultural progress, 
pointedly contrasted with United states capitalistic preoecupation 


with ailitary 
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with military preparations instead of cultural or humanitarian 
matters. The works of Hugo ami of Gogol were dragged out and re- 
examined in terms of their pro-Soviet “*goeial si mifieance .* 


in addition to the pian for international selebrations of 
dmportant cultural anniversaries promulgated as above stated, 
arrangements were made for an international cultural exehanze pro- 
gran, stressing the exchange of delegations throughout the 1952 
vacation period in 4 plan called “Holidays for Peace," 


This pattern was followed by the “xecutive Committee of the 
iaternationsal Union of Students at its meeting held in Budapest 
La-1# Mareh 1992, attended by representatives from nations. student 
uniona, for diequasion of the 1Uc cultural asd sports program. 
Uiscuseion centered sround plans initiated at a world Federation of 
iiemoeratic Youth Executive Comalttes meeting held at Copenhagen 
in January which set up an elaborate vaestion progran for young 
people during the coming summer including: (1) 6 jeandinavien 
Youth Camp at Frederikshava in North dutlend for Swedish, Serwegian, 
Finnish, Vanish and Icelandic youth in duly; (2) an tmglieh Youth 
Peace Festival in dune to which all KFDT organisations are urged to 
wend delegations; (3) the Festival of *eace and Friendship at oydney, 
Australia 15-20 March, referred to above; (4) sumer vacations in 
Bulgaria for youth of “capitalist and celenial” countries; (5; inter- 
nations] Student Union summer camps in Kumania, Italy, Guatemala, 
Lebanon and Herth africa; (6) swaner vacations in East Germany, 


At the Copenhagen meeting the soviet delegate had reported 
that the USSR had already received over 700 youth delegations since 
the war, and planned to eicourage wore, 


The IUG Executive Comadttee meeting in Budapest referred to 
above called for a ban on the imperting of "United States trash 
iiteratere* and particularly condemied the insue of Collier's 
Hagazine dealing with atomic weapons. This is reminiscent of the 
setion reported by the International Federation ef Democratic sonen 
in January 1952 announcing the creation, by the Union of irench Komen, 
of wm Asseslation for the Dignity of the somen's freas. this asso~ 
ciation includes organizations, individuale, personalitie:, newa- 
papers and publications, and it bitterly exeoriates Literature 
emanating from the United Jtates and finding its way into the 
"Karehallised" countries, where it corrupts the minds of girls and 
women, inciting them to sexuality and prostitution, violates ,ood 
taste and culture, and degrades girlhoed and womanhood. This sane 
type of eriticiam is extended to imerican motion pietures, camic 
beoks, magazines, books, aod literature of evary deseription. 
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‘The doscow Leonemic Conference, scheduled to be held in april 
1952, has been treated in a very excellent etudy prepared by Col. 

based upon a digest of available inforeatian. 

we wieh to call spec attention to the Conference here, however, 
because, from all indieations, it represents a departure fro the 
usual run~of-the-mine coviet-inepired and ~dominated conferences 
in that the very greatest of pains have been taken to portray it as 
a truly objective and impartial symposiue of theoretical ard practical 
experts and businesamen, convened to make an honest analysis of 
world economic problems. 1% appears that they are achieving great 
suecess in this buildup and it may be expected that there «ill be 
present in Hoseow & large nusber of participants whe are aompletely 
honest and sineere and thoroughly convinced of the apolitical 
cheraeter of the meeting. These factors make this conference & 
moet dangerous one from our point of view beeause the seoming 
plausibility will appesr te outweigh the true propaganda charscter 
of the weeting. 


By and large the communist press has aot played up this confer 
ence with the usual vigor accorded such occasions, wisely choosing 
te remain silent on the theory that this will allay the euspicicas 
of the respectable people whose attsndance is most. urgently desired. 
There have been, however, a few sinister hints in party orgens along 
the line that the conference was in part precipitated by the con- 
ditions of economic chaos brought about by the stifling of jast-est 
trade by imerican command. There have wiso been seemingly innocuous 
suggestions that this meeting will be a friendly showlewn whieh «ill 
give the vest the opportunity to plead the entire gauge of western 
democracy, which, of course, at the very outeet, pute us in 4 most 
disadvantageous position. 


Actually, there is no reason to believe that this meeting will 
be fundementally any different from eny other commmist international. 
conferenee except that the methods will be wore dignified und refined, 
and therefore more harmful. The really fraudulent character of the 
Conference as an economic meeting is exposed In Col, Sande’ paper 
referred to above, but the fraud is not too glaringly obvious to & 
superficial observer, especially one who wante to be fair and sea 
what they have to offer. However, the exergence of the inited States’ 
“guilt” fer economic domination ef the ‘est and disruption ef the ‘ast 
will neceesarily eese into sharp focus in thie very earefully controlied 
"Cepartial"® analysis of world economic defects. emedier, of course, 
vill suggest themaeives from the conference in terms of things which 
wiil be beneficial to the economy and security of the Soviet syndicate, 
beneficial to neutral peoples and te these countries new allied vith 
us, but somehow inimical to the United Utates alone. 


it le very 
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it la very probable that if the Koneow Sconomic Conference 
sueceeds as planned, the Soviet gaine made thereby will be consolt- 
dated and wade permanent for continuing exploitation by the estab 
dishment of some sort of continuations comsaittee or organi zation 
created for the purpose of calling simflar meetings in the future 
on 8 perfodde basis. 


The resignation of the longtime and powerful leader of the ILS, 
Joza Grohmann, announced at the meeting in Budapest this month, 
ecoupied with the designation of Bernard Bereanu as hie successor, 
portends in ay opinion 2 etiffer, more sositive anti-imerican policy 
in somunist—dominated international student eircles than ever 
before. Grohmann has distinguished himeel! as a very able and 
effective leader, but he has, among other attributes of background , 
many years of raeidence in the United States which he ueed advan- 
tageously in movements pretending to be of a compromise or con~ 
eiliatory natures. Sis successor, Hereanu, on the other hend, is 
known to be a thoroughly disagreeable, bitterly effective, and anti- 
Ameriesn leader, probably much better qualifded for an all-out 
campaign of positive action against the United States than was 
Crohmann. 1t may be expected that the IUS will henceforth bs used 
ae a more effective weapon directly abainst us, attacking end eabar- 
rascing us at every turn. It may alec be expected thet this will 
hold true in the youth Meld as well, in view of the close affinity 
of managemsnt and policy and the interlocking directorate afflitating 
the 1: with the world Federation of Demoeratie Youth. 


You no doubt reeall my memorandum of 22 danuary 1952, Subject: 
Trends in Kussian sycholegical sarfare leaning indicated by Visit 
of the Rev. Ur, Martin Hemeeller to the Fatriarch of Kostow, 2-7 
danuary 1952, TS #68169, in whieh I traced the domfail of organized 
religion in Kuseia, its period ef almost total e¢Glipse, and ite recent 
revival under state demination. i predicted at the time that the 
visit of ir. Nlemeclier to Hoscew, where he spent five days as the 
guest of the Patriarch of Moscow and preached from Russian pulpite, 
presaged 4 osmpaign on the part of the éugelans, through + hoped-for 
ecumenical agreement between the Ruseian Orthedex and Gerecn ivan« 
welical Churches, which would gain the admiseion of the Jusaian Ortho-~ 
dex Church to wanbership on the Herld Council of Churches. i analyzed 
the consequences of euch a move in some detail in the netorancum 
referred to above.

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laformation which has ceme to hand since that tise indicates 
that a Sevlet plan to ereate an Cast Cerman State Chareh, headed 
by Ur. Miemowller, did in fact emerge, out that it did act saterlal- 
ize successfully for the reason thet if beeaue doubtful the: he 
would lend himself to the ereation of sueh an organisation. How~ 
ever, this whole situation has caused diffieulty in Oerman churenh 
and public circles in the matter of resilitarization, to the soint 
where the ousting of Dr. Memelier from the Lutheran Church Couneil 
is considered iaminent in certain informed quarters.

returning from Moseow he stated in 4a epeeeh at Frenkfurt that the 
ehureh in the U.S... is free and is a “powerful factor for the 


‘preservation of peace.” He also eaphaeised the “woral and epiritual 


purity of seviet youth.° 


Consideration must be given to the fact that in such countries 
as Hungary, for exemple, the organised iretestant faiths have been 
completely subjugated and all positions of epiritus) ieadership are 


now filled by churchmen dedicated te the Soviet regime whose teachings 


naturally reflect the epiritual leadership of Hoseaw in tote, This 
is leas true of the Homag Catholic Chureh, although serioud larcada 
alse have bean made in it through physical removal ef the churchmen 
and substituting fer them Moscow-deminated scelesiastics. 


The foregoing examples of various types of Sevlet orograms cur- 
rently being carried on shows (2) the extremely high degrees of utili- 
sation which the U.S.5.. makes of international orgenizaiions, aove- 
ments, and groups, and of their conferences and sublieations, and (b) 
the large amounts of money and effort whieh they expend i: dominating 
and using such international organisations, movements, wei groups. 


In whew of the fact that all sims indicate that they «ili make 
even greater ues of such organisations in the future, anc that the 
character of euch use will become even more istengs in its effective- 
ness against the United States and the pesition of the United -tates 
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
